The prior art of record does not teach the steroidal compound having adamantyl group at 
Rl as in claim 36. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
Claims 36-45 and 52-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Following reasons apply: 

What is intended by "a compound having cytoprotective activity"? These claims are 

drawn to compounds, not to the method of use. There are no method steps seen in the claims. A 

clarification and/or correction is requested. 

All the claims are examined as compound claims and not method claims. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 36, 37, 41-45 and 52-59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

The claimed invention does not have the support of the Rl as a spirostructure. It is 
considered new matter. Examiner searched through Applicant's evidence in pages 6, 10, 14, 15, 
and 30, and could not find anything to support Rl as a spirostructure. There is a description of 
spirostructures, but it is not within the description of Rl. 

To predict the activity of hundreds of compounds as instantly claimed seems to be 
impossible. See In re Fisher, 427 F.2d 833, 166 USPQ 18 (CCPA 1970) (contrasting 
mechanical and electrical elements with chemical reactions and physiological activity). See also 
In re Wright, 999 F.2d 1557, 27 USPQ2d 1510 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Vaeck, 947 F.2d 488, 20 
USPQ2d 1438 (Fed. Cir. 1991). This is because it is not obvious from the disclosure of one 
species, what other species will work. In re Dreshfield, 110 F.2d 235, 45 USPQ 36 (CCPA 
1940), gives this general rule: "It is well settled that in cases involving chemicals and chemical 
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compounds, which differ radically in their properties it must appear in an applicant's 
specification either by the enumeration of a sufficient number of the members of a group or by 
other appropriate language, that the chemicals or chemical combinations included in the claims 
are capable of accomplishing the desired result. A disclosure should contain representative 
examples, which provide reasonable assurance to one skilled in the art that the compounds fall 
within the scope of a claim will possess the alleged activity. See In re Riat et al. (CCPA 1964) 
327 F2d 685, 140 USPQ 471; In re Barr et al. (CCPA 1971) 444 F 2d 349, 151 USPQ 724.
